The draft of the propased Treaty between the United States, 
Great Britain, France and Japan was submitted to a plenary ses 
sion to-day. The Agreement is valid for ten years. The four na- 
tions engage to respect their existing rights in their insular poases- 
sions and dominions oh the Pacific, and they agree in case & dispute 
cannat be settled diphmatically to a joint conference among them- 
selves. Any one of the parties may withdraw on twelve months 
notice. The Treaty requires confirmation of the Senate.-

THE QUADRUPLE ALLIANCE. 


All eves have been directed towards Washington, and 
not in vain. Mr. Hughes. the American Secretary of State, 
who wound up the congratulatory address upon the 
Quadraple Alitance. intimated bis belief that in all the 
‘world there was no diplomatic, document of such great 
import couched in such ‘simple ‘terms: and that the con- 
summation ef the pact meant the greatest accomplishment 
in the cause of enduring peace that has ever been recorded. 
These are momentous words mdeed. If completely justifi- 
ed, H!!21 must stated ont as a golden year. If the expecta- 
tion is substantially justified, as it may well be believed to 
be, the Washington Conference deserves to be recorded as 
a remarkable success. With so much te reconcile, doubt | 
was widespread as to whether anything tangible would 
result from the Conference. Formal ratification of the 
Quadruple Alliance is practically assumed by the Con- 
ference, and, in conjunction with the naval ratio agree- 
ment, which also appears to have been virtually settled. the 
main features of the agenda bave been carried through. 
Up till fast week it was still a question whether the United 
States would be willing to commit its interests to an 
international instrument, so rooted has been Uncle'‘Sam's 
aversion to "entangling alliances,” as we remarked the 
- other day. The fact that America is now to become a 
party to a specific pact with Britain. Japan, and France 
suggests plainly that the Chited states perceive beneficent 
potentialities in this memorable consortiuin. 

When the renewal of tae Anglo Japanese alliance 
was under discussion six months ago, some political 
students expressed tbe hope. not very confidently perhaps, 
that it might be replaced by an agreement with a broader 
base. America’ disliked the AngloJapanese Treaty, we 
were told, yet it was felt that she would be so chary about 
entering into 1 treaty berself that the sentiment in favour 
of an all-round agreement was an aspiration rather than 4 
hope. Doubts have now been removed. As Mr. Hughes 
observed the other day. it would be somewhat meaningless 
to make China acquiesce in respect for her own rights. 
China's spokesrnap. Mr. Sze, expressed his country’s ap- 
proval of the new agreement. adding that he presumed: it 
would be supplemented by conventions with China, as may 
be expected will be the case. We are left to hope that the 
day is appreciably nearer when China will have qualified 
to enter into international relations on the same footing as 
the other Powers. ,

Close upon the an- 
nouncement that the Sinn Fein 
delegates had signed a provision- 
al agreement and in the very 
warmth of the enthusiasm such 
announcement caused, it was 
indicated for ‘be first trme that 
the Coalition might appeal to the 
electors to give it a new lease of 
life. It would be a fine election 
cry to point to Treland and Mr. 
Lloyd George knows ix, Bot 
would the sins of the Coalition be 
entirely forgotten? True is is 
that Mr. Lloyd George and his 
associates have had 3 dificult 
task in guiding the country’s 
destinies through a parplexing 
period, but thes have made 
maoy tistakes. They have 
very unwisely listened to 
those who havo most loudly 
clamoured for a tariff until to-day 
there is » Boardof Trade schedale 
of 6,000 articles. on which an 
import tax i3 levied—this in a 
time when prices have remained 
ridiculously bigh and when there 
was vital necessity to leave the 
trade of the world fre= to flow 
to its fullest possible extent. That 
is one of the Coalition’s biggest 
sins and for our own part we 
should not be sorprised to see 
the people of the country 
register their emphatic. protest. 
Governmental extravagance: the 
manner in which the Government 
helped to defeat the coal strike, 
thereby earning the displessare 
of Labour; the slackness _with 
which the unemployment problera 
was and stilt is being handled; 
and many other charges, can be 
made out by opponents seoking 
popular support. If there had no 
favourable turn io Irish events it 
ja more ‘than probable that the 
hint of an election would never 
have beendropped. Even asit is, 
the Coalition will have to plead 
long and earnestly. 


Improved Conditions. 


Toere are many indications to 
show that the world’s shipping 
business is being gradually hot 
ateadily stabilised. According to 
those most closely connected with 
the industry the lowest depth of 
duiiness and depression was 
reached in August aod September 
of this year, bot, due to economy 
in operating expenses on the part 
of ‘shipowners and increased 
movements of cargoes with 
gradual rise in freight and charter 
ratesthe condition in the shipping 
world ig materially improved. 
Benter told us on Saturday that 
tan ships were disposed of io as 
many minutes on the Baltic 
Exchange but there was no indi- 
cation given as to the price per 
ton. Accarding to the auctionaer 
there are world-wide enquiries 
for abips, but such an unqualified 
statement would seem to be 8 
little misleading.
